accident had established the fact that 
the drum which exploded was not de- 
1'eetive. The broken pieces displayed 
no signs of a flaw of any nature. 
Eye witnesses of the accident assert 
that the driller was running drill pipe

intu the holo at a rapid upend. About 
IfiOl feet had been dropped Into the 
hoi   when the big drum exploded.

Members of drill crews on neigh­ 
bor ing rigs assert that the 1600 feet 
wa i literally dropped into the hole, 
necessitating excessive use of the 
brckes, which caused the drum to 
ovi rheat.

I'ersons who ran to the rig right 
aft.'t- the explosion assert that the 
fragments of the drum were intensely 
hot.

fPHAT the United States lias lost prestige In Cuba on account of the

revelations of graft in Washington is the statement of Representative 
Britton of Illinois. American suggestions for reform in Cuba are met 
with cartoons showing Uncle Sam smeared with oil and captloned 
"Clean up your own house first." The advice is good, but the spirit which 
prompts It is born of little thought.

The investigations themselves prove that we ARE cleaning our own 
house first. And in the knowledge that this is true lies the only light 
of hope that shines out of the whole Washington mess.

Revelations of graft have a purifying- effect on politics. Out of the 
oil investigation will emerge a better statesmanship. It were better to 
reveal the graft and suffer jibes from the rest of the world than to 
whitewash it and allow it to grow and fester.

The oil investigation proves that the American republic will not stand 
for dishonesty among its public officials. So while most of us view the 
revelations with just horror, we can and do rejoice that good will re­ 
sult from them.

"IN THE GREASE
Notes Gleaned While the Oil Editor Bumps 

Around Proven Territory

The Superior Oil company is run­ 
ning oil string in Torrance No. 18 
on the Joughlin lease. No. 19 is also 
nearing the production stage.

Superior's Torrance No. 13 in the 
Torrance Industrial tract, plugged 
back to 3880 feet, has been swabbed 
for several days, but will not flow. 
Tho company plans to bring the well 
in on the pump, l.f possible.

The Mohawk Oil company's well in 
Torrance Industrial tract, near Su­ 
perior's No. 13, Is wet. The hole was 
drilled to 3858 feet, but it is thought 
the water Is coming through a leak 
instead of from the bottom.

The Shell Oil company failed to get 
_ shutoff with its high .cement test 
on Kettler No. 5. The well was ce­ 
mented off at 2482 feet, but was wet. 
It will be recemented at the same 
level.

March 5 of the Shell company has 
been spudded In.

The Santa Fe is preparing to put 
Kettlor Nos. 6 and 6 on the pump. 
Swabbing failed to bring either well 
:o the flowing stage.

l-'yes of operators are on Petroleum 
Midway's wildcat, Lewis No. 1, which 
is drilling through cement. The well 
was cemented at around 4600 feet.

The Southland Petroleum corpora­ 
tion IB preparing to land casing In Its 
Winshlp No. 1, at 3510 feet. This IB 
higher than the same company set 
casing in Oakley No. 1. And Winshlp 
is north and east of Oakley. Consider­ 
able Interest has attached itself to 
lie operations of this company in the 

far eastern extension.

The field is now producing about 
40,000 barrels a day. With a score 
more wells close to production in the 
east and southwest sections of the 
field the 50,000-barrel mark should 

reached »oon.

An oil sand has been encountered 
by the Standard Oil company in Ket­ 
tler No. 1 at 3904 feet. The hole is 
now 3912 feet deep and the company 
will try for production without drilling 
on down, it is reported.

Standard's Interstate No. 1 will be 
flowing soon. The bit was down 3882
feet yesterday.

Torranc!' Community No. 4 of the 
Standard Oil company made water 
when put on a pump test Sunday. 
The hole is .1854 feet deep.

Standard's. Fee No. 2, which was 
flowing into the sump- last Friday at 
a 200-bo.rrnl rate, has been turned 
Into th<; tanks and la producing about 
725 barrels a. day of 26 gravity oil.

Standard's Marble Lease No. 3 will 
be in soon. The hole is 3810 feet 
deep.

The Petroleum Securities company's 
operations will increase the field's 
production considerably in a few days. 
No. 12 is standing cemented at 3337 
feet. No. 16 Is being washed out, 
preparatory to swabbing for produc­ 
tion. It was drilled to .3796 feet. No. 
19 Is being balled for a shutoff test.

Chanslor - Canfield is running oil 
string iii Torrance »6. The company 
received O. K.s on the cement jobs 
in Torrance 37, 29 and 41 Sunday and 
Monday. All these wells are on the 
old Redoudo road, near the Marble 
property of Petroleum Securities and 
Standard.
